The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1 - 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claims 1 - 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to 
a gap between the steps. See M PEP § 2172.01. The omitted steps are: 
the exact method which when listed enables the reader to completely re- 
construct the invention so that it operates exactly as stated. The claims 
need more detail. Please see the references enclosed for proper claim 
language and format. Please do not quote things in the claims like World of 
Special Finance Magazine. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by 
the claim language. This claim is an omnibus type claim. 

5. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

Claims 1- 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the bodies of the 
claims do not recite technology, i.e. computer implementation or any other 
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technology in a non-trivial manner. In re Toma, 197 USPQ 852 (CCPA 
1 978). Ex parte Bowman 61 USPQ2D 1 669. 

For a claim to be statutory under 35 (JSC 101 the following two conditions 
must be met: 

1) The claimed invention must produce a "useful, concrete, tangible 
result" ( In re Alappat, 31USPQ2d 1545, 1558 (Fed. Cir. 1994) and State 
Street vs. Financial Signature Group Inc., 47 USPQ2d 1596' 1601-02 (Fed 
Cir. 1998)); 

AND 

2) The claimed invention must utilize technology in a non-trivial 
manner (Ex parte Bowman, 61 USPQ2d 1665, 1671 (Bd. Pat. Pat. App. & 
Inter. 2001)). 

As to the technology requirement, note MPEP 2106 IV B 2(b). Also 
note In re Waldbaum, 173USPQ 430 (CCPA 1972) which teaches "useful 
arts" is synonymous with "technological arts". In Musgrave, 167USPQ 280 
(CCPA 1970), In re Johnston, 183USPQ 172 (CCPA 1974), and In re 
Toma, 197USPQ 852 (CCPA 1978), all teach a technological requirement. 

In State Street, "in the technological arts" was never an. issue. The 
invention in the body of the claim must recite technology. If the invention in 
the body of the claim is not tied to technological art, environment, or 
machine, the claim is not statutory. Ex parte Bowman 61USPQ2d 
1665,1671 (BD. Pat. App. & lnter.2001)(Unpublished). 

6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 

invention is not supported by either a clear asserted utility or a well 

established utility. 



Claim 3 is also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 
Specifically, since the claimed invention is not supported by either a clear 
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asserted utility or a well established utility for the reasons set forth above, 
one skilled in the art clearly would not know how to use the claimed 
invention. 

7. The disclosure and claim 3 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71 , as 
being so incomprehensible as to preclude a reasonable search of the 
prior art by the examiner. For example, the following items are not 
understood: The applicant is explaining in a claim why a certain company is 
not participating in the patent application process. Claims focus on the 
invention characteristics that the applicant wants patented, and not on 
other subject matter. Claim 3 is not relevant to the invention or the 
application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

9. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated 
by Turbeville et al.(2001/0027437A1 ). 

Re claim 1 : Turbeville et al. disclose the steps plus functions as described 
in the detailed description, provides a useful, concrete and tangible result of 
enabling an automobile dealer or other business selling property purchased 
by consumers utilizing financing with a retail installment contract, the ability 
to have immediate monies and protection from any pr several risks of not 
receiving monies as a result of the assignment or sale of retail installment 
sales contracts or other instruments of finance; such as, but not limited to, 
leases, portfolios of several contracts, or invoices for cash sales being 
rejected and returned "unpaid." The benefits to the Interim Loan Guarantee 
Method Customer include, but are not limited to(Abstract, para 0003): 

1. ) Immediate cash to replace inventory(para 0033-0035) 

2. ) Immediate cash to pay government fees such as sales tax, licensing, 
etc(para 0051-0056). 

3. ) Immediate cash to pay commissions and related sales expenses(para 
0051-0056) 

4. ) Protections from the assignment being rejected by the approving lender 
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due to any one or several reasons or situations as described in the 
Description and Summary(para 0051-0056). See article "Solution for 
Monday Morning Madness" published Oct 2000 in World of Special 
Finance Magazine 

Re claim 1 1 : Turbeville et al. disclose the process or method described in 
claim "I" and detailed in the summary and Detailed Description as being 
able to be processed on computer via use of the Internet on all "e 
gommerce" or "B to B" basis(para 0058-0062). 

Examination is precluded for this claim since the claim does not relate to 
the invention. 

Re claim 1 1 1 . It is further claimed that although the background, description 
and summary include references to Interim Funding LLC (the initial 
company to utilize the improved method or process), this is done for 
descriptive purposes; and the process and/or method could be utilized by 
license or assignment to other companies either now in existence or to be 
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formed. Interim Funding, LLC has elected not to pursue the patent process; 
thereby permitting me to pursue as the inventor and sole owner of the 
patent.
